In Florida 

The Red Cross is pre- 
paring to open dozens 
of shelters across 
Florida, and moving 
hundreds of trained 
disaster workers into 
the state. There are 22 
Red Cross emergency 
response vehicles 
(ERVs) already in 
Florida and almost 28 
more are moving into 
the state in advance 
of the storm with an 
additional 78 on stand- 
by if needed. The Red 
Cross is mobilizing five 
truckloads of disas- 
ter supplies to send 

to Florida and Red 
Cross disaster ware- 
houses in Georgia and 
Mississippi are ready 
to ship emergency 
supplies if necessary. 


In Haiti 

Red Cross workers 
from all over the world 
are closely coordi- 
nating preparedness 
efforts and plans to 
respond as Isaac ap- 
proaches Hispaniola. 
Logistical support and 
cholera contingency 
plans have been ac- 
tivated for the north 
and northeast regions 
of Haiti, including 
positioning of relief 
and cholera preven- 
tion supplies. The 

Red Cross is support- 
ing and equipping 55 
community readiness 
committees in camps 
in Port-au-Prince with 
additional first aid sup- 
plies, having worked 
with these committees 
onan ongoing basis 
to identify evacua- 
tion routes and alter- 
nate safe spaces. The 
Haitian government is 
in charge of evacua- 
tion shelters in Haiti. 
The Red Cross works 
with the community 
to help them get ready 
for disasters and will 
respond to any needs

MM 
COULD DISRUPT 
GOP CONVENTION

MIAMI Tropical Storm Isaac unleashed heavy rain and 
winds off Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands on Thurs- 
day and was expected to strengthen into a hurricane 
before tearing across the Dominican Republic and 
Haiti, US. forecasters said. 

Isaac also posed a big threat to Florida, where it 
could make landfall on Monday as the Republican Na- 
tional Convention is due to start in Tampa. 

Authorities have not ruled out the possibility of 
postponing or relocating the Republican convention if 
the storm takes direct aim at the city on Florida’s cen- 
tral Gulf Coast. But Craig Fugate, director of the Fed- 
eral Emergency Management Agency, said the conven- 
tion was not his biggest concern, at least for now. 

“People are spending a lot of time talking about 
that,” Fugate said of the convention. “I wish they'd be 
talking about making sure people in the [Florida] Keys 
are getting ready and that people in southwest Florida 
are getting ready,” he told CNN.

The storm also could affect energy interests in the 
Gulf of Mexico, with analysts at Weather Insight giving 
it a 50 percent probability of moving into the heart of 
the oil and gas production region. 

Isaac is forecast to approach Florida on Monday as a 
Category 1 hurricane, the lowest on the five-step Saffir- 
Simpson scale, but some computer models show it may 
swing farther west into the Gulf of Mexico. “Significant 
uncertainty remains about the threat Isaac poses to 
Florida,” the U.S. National Hurricane Center said. 

It said Isaac was centered about 165 miles south of 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, on Thursday afternoon and was 
moving westward at 15 mph. 

The storm’s top sustained winds dropped to 40 mph 
overnight. 

“The structure of Isaac suggests that only slow 
strengthening is likely. However, environmental con- 
ditions are favorable for rapid intensification, which 
could occur if the cyclone develops a well-defined inner 
core,” the NHC said.

As of Thursday, the biggest concern 
surrounding Isaac was Haiti. The capi- 
tal city of Port-au-Prince, where some 
400,000 earthquake refugees still live 
in tents, sits dead-center in the storm’s 
path. Beginning Friday, Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic could both see a 
foot or more of rain. Far less historically 
has triggered deadly flooding and mud- 
slides. 

In Puerto Rico, emergency manag- 
ers were cautiously optimistic that the 
island would dodge hurricane winds 
but were bracing for heavy rains as well. 
Gov. Luis Fortufio said Isaac had already 
taken one life—a woman preparing her 
home in Bayamon had slipped and fallen 
off a second floor. 

Haiti’s Office of Civil Protection 
and National Meteorological Center 
warned residents in flood-prone areas to 
monitor the radio and remain vigilant. 

In advance of the storm, Puerto 
Rico suspended classes Wednesday and 
closed all government offices except 
those engaged in emergency operations, 
and the governor declared a state of 
emergency. 

Eight flights were canceled from San 
Juan to neighboring Caribbean islands. 
The airport was not expected to close 
Thursday although airlines could cancel 
flights.

Homeless services turned 
over to Catholic Charities

Catholic Charities is taking over as the agen- 
cy giving people late-night rides to shelters 
as part of Chicago’s latest plan to fight home- 
lessness. 

The city will use an expected $1.7 million in 
annual savings from turning the overnight ser- 
vices over to the charity to help provide more 
beds and support to homeless youth and others, 
Mayor Emanuel said Thursday. 

“For half the cost, we can provide the same 
services in terms of transportation and then 
plow that money back into better servicing, 
more beds and more wraparound services, both 
for the kids and adults,” Emanuel said at the site 
of a shelter for young mothers and their chil- 
dren under construction in Austin. 

The mayor has been looking for ways to cover 
the cost for services to the city’s homeless popu- 


lation since last year. Aueer the stare cut § 2.3 mil. 
lion to subsidize the nighttime rides-to-shelters 
program, Emanuel briefly canceled it. After al- 
dermen complained, he used $200,000 in city 
funds to rehire some of the workers who pro- 
vided the rides. Eventually, the state restored 
the funding. 

In addition to the overnight rides to shelters, 
Catholic Charities will answer requests for well- 
being checks and deliver food boxes, according 
to the administration. 

The charity will dedicate 30 full-time em- 
ployees and about 12 part-time employees to do 
the work, according to Evelyn Diaz, commis- 
sioner of the Department of Family and Sup- 
port Services. 

About 50 city jobs will be eliminated under 
the switch. The city will work with Catholic 
Charities to see if the organization will hire 


those who bose their positions, accacding to 
Matt Smith, spokesman for the city agency: 

The announcement is part of a longer-term 
homelessness plan, Emanuel said. “Plan 2.0" is 
a seven-year attempt to builel mare heausing fon 
homeless youth, create new units of housing 

for homeless people with disabilities and pra- 
vide financial assistance to mee Families wher 
have lost their homes so they can finel new plac 
es to live. 

Next year, the city hopes te leverage state and 
federal funding to boost the mumlser af lisusini, 
units locally available to homeless peagle. 

It’s the latest attempt to make a dint in the 
difficult problem of homelessness in Chicago, 

In 2003, Mayor Richard Daley unveiled a 
plan designed to end homelessness im the city 
by 2013, in part by closing homeless shelrers 
and using the money saved t furel permanent

Ordering a fried egg on top just isn’t enough anymore. When it 
comes to burgers, chefs and diners alike are stretching the bouned- 
aries of what can be contained between a beef patty and two buns, 

When chef/owner John McLean opened Burger Bar in Lin- 
coln Park two years ago, he focused on signature “stackers,” aka 
beef patties topped with even more meat. This month, he outdliel 
himself with a burger special that sandwiches a beef patty with 
a grilled ribeye steak and steakhouse-inspired toppings. It’s leun 
so popular, he plans to make it a permanent fixture on the menu. 

“Don't get me wrong, I love a classic cheeseburger,” McLean 
said. “But I think people are always looking for something differ- 
ent ... and I think it’s here to stay.”

LONDON Almost exactly 20 years ago, Sar- 

ah Ferguson, then wife of Britain’s Prince 
Andrew, was pictured topless on the front page 
of a British newspaper, having her toes sucked by 
a wealthy businessman by the pool of a French 
villa. 

Ignoring any concerns about privacy, the Daily 
Mirror ran 18 paparazzi long-range photos of the 
Duchess of York, who was estranged from but still 
married to Queen Elizabeth’s second son, and oth- 
er papers eagerly followed up with similar snaps.

The economy is forcing more young Ameri- 
cans to put off major life decisions, accord- 
ing to anew survey. But how the young voters 
will react to this year’s upcoming presidential 
election as a result remains to be seen. 
Results were released Wednesday from a 
poll of 1,003 Americans ages 18-29. The sur- 
vey was conducted from July 27-31 and com- 
missioned by Generation Opportunity, an 
organization aimed educating and engaging 
Millennials on economic challenges. The sur- 
vey has a 3.1 percent margin of error. 
The poll showed 84 percent of young 
adults—up from 77 percent last year— either 
have or will delay a major life change or pur-

There’s much discussion on student loan 
interest rates, but 64 percent of young adults 
surveyed said they believe the availability of 
more full-time jobs after graduation is more 
important. 

“It goes right to the heart of the matter. If 
you don’t have a full-time job when you gradu- 
ate, you can’t repay your loan,” said Paul Con- 
way, president of Generation Opportunity. 

While the national unemployment rate 
in July was at 8.3 percent, the rate was much 
higher for young adults at 12.7 percent. That 
number was even higher if the number of 
young people who had given up looking for 
work because of the lack of jobs was factored 
in, according to Conway, who once served as 
US. Department of Labor chief of staff. 

Unemployment remains a top issue for

Nearly everything about City Winery is big. 

Hop out of a cab in front of the huge West 
Loop warehouse it was built into and the first 
thing you'll see is a sign shaped like a massive 
wooden barrel on the facade. Step inside and 
you'll find yourself in a foyer that feels a little 
like a hotel lobby and a lot like an oversized wine 
cellar. Through one brick archway, there’s a 175- 
seat dining room with views through a glass wall 
of what soon will be a working winery. Through 
another archway, there’s a 300-seat music venue 
where you can order dinner at your table before a 
concert, not to mention private party spaces and 
a 175-seat wine garden. 

A preview party last week brought out local 
heavyweights — Mayor Emanuel, for one—and 
City Winery’s creator Michael Dorf (the music 
producer behind the first City Winery and 
famous concert venue Knitting Factory, both 
in New York) has been talking a big game about 
CW’s arrival in Chicago. “CW Chicago is our

2.0,” reads a quote from Dorf on the winery’s 
website. “We learned a lot in NY and have 
improved the physical layout, the operational 
logistics, taken the best of our menu, program- 
ming, and put together an all-star management 
team.” 

Hungry for a first taste, we scoured the concert 
lineup, made a reservation for dinner and hung 
out at the bar during opening weekend. And... 
we were not impressed. Like full-on McKayla 
Maroney not impressed. 

A backed-up kitchen is par for the course at a 
new restaurant, especially one of this size where 
pretty much everyone in both the dining room 
and the concert space wants to order dinner at 
the same time. But surely the kitchen will get the 
hang of that in coming weeks, and really, that was 
the least of the problems. Here’s what we'd like to 
see tweaked before we'd consider going back.

Tell us more 
about the wine 


During dinner, the only 
thing our server had to 
say about the 18 house 
wines on tap was that 
they’re not actually be- 
ing made in-house yet 
(they’re being shipped 
in from NYC until 
Chicago’s first wines 
are ready early next 
year) and that a few of 
them weren't available 
at all. He spent more 
time describing the 
bouquet of his favorite 
wine from the backside of the menu, which lists bottles from other wineries. 
Call us crazy, but we didn’t come here to drink some other winery’s juice. We 
had even worse luck at the bar, where our bartender seemed unfamiliar with 
the menu and wasn’t able to suggest a pairing for certain dishes. It’s too bad, 
because the house wines we did try, from the malbec rosé ($12 a glass) made 
with Argentinean grapes to the Downtown White ($10 a glass), a blend of mus- 
cat, gewurztraminer and pinot gris from California, were perfectly lovely.

Give us some more 
space at the bar 


Despite its drink-centric name, City Winery’s 
super-sized dining area is mostly devoted to 
group tables, with space for a little more than 
a dozen diners to post up at the bar itself. 
Because the bartenders also are busy trying 
to get pours out to the rest of the room, we 
found ourselves dealing with distracted staff. 
Despite telling a bartender that we needed to 
take a minute to decide on a second round, 
he brought another glass of the same and was 
off before we could object. We'd love to make 
it a regular habit to swing by for a glass, but 
this bar isn’t really built for that. The wine 
garden wasn’t open during our visit, but now 
that it’s open for drinks only, perhaps that'll 
be a better option. 


Update the outdated food 

If City Winery opened in New York in 2008 
and the Chicago menu is a “best of” New 
York’s, why do some of the dishes feel ripped 
from a Naperville wine bar menu circa 2005? 
Panini flights and molten chocolate cake are 
not going to hold their own on Randolph 
Street— especially when the sandwiches are 
under-filled and the cake is overdone. 


Improve the food 

that’s not outdated 

Duck tacos ($10 for three) were so comi- 
cally tiny we were compelled to take a photo. 
Paella balls ($13) are a fun Spanish spin on 
Italian arancini, but these spheres of rice and 
the occasional chunk of shrimp tasted more 
like chewy hush puppies. Ahi tuna ($25) with 
tamarind-lobster sauce, split yellow peas, 
fennel pollen and shaved cucumber sounded 
interesting on paper but both looked and 
tasted boring on the plate. A classic burger 
featured a good quality, cooked-just-right 
patty, but a meager dollop of goat cheese isn’t 
very indulgent for $17. Everybody loves pizza, 
but the $10 brick-sized margherita flatbread 
tasted as unremarkable as the ones Crocodile 
gives away for free. Even a simple snack such 
as sweet potato fries was a fail, not for the $6 
price, but because most corner bars in town 
do better than the sad, soggy pile that arrived 
at our table. 


Beef up the music lineup 

Legit music venues don’t open every day 

in Chicago, so it’s great to see City Winery 
arrive with a well-established brand and the 
ability to bring in some recognizable names 
off the bat. Just one thing: Many of those 
names aren't likely to put people in the 
seats. So far, the schedule is reminiscent of 
some of the bigger acts that come to Space 
in Evanston and others that might play at 
Ravinia. Joao Gilberto’s daughter Bebel 
Gilberto Sept. 14-15, $45-$55), for example, 
has a soothing take on bossa nova, but kinda 
requires either a patch of grass or a pillow 


in concert. Some of the one-hit wonders 
booked here feel more outdated than the 
molten chocolate cake. If God was one of 
us, he/she would know that Joan Osborne 
(Sept. 16-17, Oct. 16-17, $25-$40) doesn’t do 
anything better than any of her contempo- 
raries. Paula Cole (Oct. 13, $28-$35) probably 
made good money providing the theme to 
“Dawson’s Creek,” but we never want to 
hear that warble again. And don’t even get us 
started on Shawn Colvin (Nov. 7-8, $4.0-$50) 
Who needs to hear “Sunny Came Home” at 
all, let alone live? 


Tone down the ticket prices 

More relevant or interesting acts come with 
higher price tags, of course. Fleetwood Mac 
guitarist Lindsey Buckingham (8 p.m. Aug. 
26-27) is an unquestioned virtuoso. But do 
you worship him to the tune of $80-$100? 
Singer-bassist Esperanza Spalding (Oct. 1-3, 
$55-$100), surprise 2011 Grammy winner for 
Best New Artist, is a leading candidate to 
get young audiences into jazz, but can those 
fresher ears afford the tickets? Maybe Rober 
Glasper will come to City Winery soon for 
amore affordable show. We might shell out 
for Sam Moore (Aug. 24-25, $45-$85), half of 
legendary soul group Sam & Dave, who will 
surely perform hits such as “Soul Man” and 
“Hold On I’m Coming” when he appears 
with a 10-piece band. Yet ultimately the 
best, most economical bets are My Bright- 
est Diamond (Oct. 6, $18-$25), a compelling 
musician with undeniably lovely pipes, or Ra. 
chael Yamagata (Nov. 27, $20-$30), a former 
Chicagoan who we can’t help but recognize 
as another booking whose career peak hap- 
pened several years ago. Maybe just support 
reliable soul (Bettye LaVette, Nov. 9-10, $38- 
$48; Mavis Staples, Nov. 23-24, $48-$75) and 
blues Shemekia Copeland, Oct. 12, $22-$28) 
powerhouses and call it a day? 


Bottom line 

We really want to like City Winery. The 
concept of shipping in grapes and making 
wine right on Randolph Street is awesome 
(the closest thing we have to that is suburban 
winery-restaurant chain Cooper’s Hawk), 
but we wish we were as excited about the 
food, service and the concert lineup. Unlike 
some of the louder, candlelit spots nearby, 
City Winery is bright and quiet enough for 
conversation, so the best thing we can say 
about it right now is that it’s a nice place to 
bring your parents (“Look Mom, Oprah used 
to tape her show across the street!”). That’s 
provided that they’re not too picky about 
their food or how much they pay for it.

located behind Duncan’s Logan Square pro- 
duction studio. 

All of Duncan’s sweets are made without 
artificial preservatives, flavors or colors. Lo- 
cal Illinois honey and organic sugar, for exam- 
ple, are used in the store’s caramels.

Pinebender hasn't been 
around quite as long as 
Shellac—a mere 14 years—but 
has a similar reputation as 
an unsinkable live band. The 
group began as a post-colle- 
giate trio, fitting somewhere 
between the city’s DIY young 
post-punk scene, and the 
more grown-up, turgid rock 
scene born of the then- 
nascent Empty Bottle. The 
trio made its name early on 
with three albums, but the 
live shows were where the 
real action was: the wall of 
guitar was unremitting and 
volcanic. In the decade since 
then, the group's activity and 
lineup have varied, but there 
is a reason Pinebender is a 
lasting favorite for the hipper 
street festivals—those crush- 
ing riffs.

This band rises from the 
ashes of Chicago’s U.S. 
Maple, the beloved art-rock 
band whose influence can- 
not really be heard much 
around town anymore, in 
part because it was just too 
weird to replicate. Guitarist- 
vocalist Todd Rittmann’s 
newest offering, Dead Rider 
(formerly D. Rider) is the sort 
of band for which descrip- 
tions wind up sounding like 
insults (its iTunes page likens 
Rittmann’s voice to “a home- 
less man trying to find his 
way out of the gutter”). He 
goes from falsetto to screech 
to creepy groaning in a cho- 
rus; the guitars are sinewy 
and assaulting, wrapping 
around distorted synthesizer 
lines, and the rhythm section 
is hard and funky.

In many ways, bil- 
lionaire Eric Packer (Pattinson), the 28-year- 
old head of Packer Capital, lives at a distance 
from those around him. He spends most 
of his time in his stretch limo, comfortably 
removed from anarchist protestors outside.

rency, Eric rides in the first-class section of 
capitalism’s upper echelon, less interested in 
the people who work for him than the desire 
to put a heliport on his roof. 

Cronenberg’s adaptation of Don DeLillo’s 
novel suffers from persistent chattiness. 
“Cosmopolis” constantly presents characters 
(played by pros including Juliette Binoche 
and Samantha Morton) directly discussing 
financial issues and other blunt subjects 
regarding personal worth and time-manage- 
ment, often while talking with Eric in his car.

He did it, didn’t he?” 

The guy’s arrogance frequently comes off 
as an act; he uses money as self-defense and 
covets sex like a commodity to be negotiated 
over, urging, “There isn’t time not to have it” 
as if his chances may disappear at any time. 
(For the same reason, he schedules a daily 
doctor’s appointment, including a prostate 
exam in the limo.) 

Simultaneously Eric acts as if treating 
problems like they don’t matter means they 
don’t. He’s a child earning the salary of a 
thousand adults, and Pattinson finds just the 
right mix of power and weakness. 

Certainly, when Eric’s friend Shiner (Jay 
Baruchel) asks, “Do you ever get the feeling 
sometimes that you don’t know what’s going 
on?” it’s hard not to think of Pattinson’s 
recent personal troubles. 

Hopefully the actor can bounce back from 
Kristen Stewart’s infidelity; with the exciting, 
dangerous “Cosmopolis,” he at last proves he 
deserves roles, not just headlines.

First-time feature 

director Bart Layton’s 
documentary depicts a story that’s bizarre at 
best and chilling at worst. In 1994, 13-year-old 
Nicholas Barclay disappeared from a park 
near his home in San Antonio. Forty months 
later, his sister, Carey Gibson, went to Spain 
to retrieve him after she received a call iden- 
tifying a lost child as her brother. 

That supposed child, “The Imposter” 
makes clear early on, was not a teenage boy 
but 23-year-old Frederic Bourdin, elaborately 
concocting a ruse to re-start his life as some- 
one else. His direct-to-the-camera testimony 
comprises much of the storytelling in “The 
Imposter,” which includes several re-enact- 
ments featuring actors portraying Frederic, 
Carey and others. Obviously, this guy’s a liar; 
how can we trust his account of a months- 
long ordeal, during which he was taken in 
by Nicholas’ family, who were supposedly 
convinced that this French-accented stranger 
was the kid they had lost? 

In fact, Layton, sometimes recalling Errol 
Morris, invites and fosters disorientation. 
That treatment’s legitimate to the material. 
While not as revealing as “The Queen of 
Versailles,” “The Imposter” has an eerie feel 
not unlike the sense that private investiga-

tor Charlie Parker felt when encountering 
the man posing as Nicholas. Something just 
seemed off. 

In “The Imposter,” the presence of re- 
enactment actors who look similar but not 
the same and the unusual, stylized nature of 
the real people’s accounts brings almost ev- 
erything into question—other than the video 
footage of Frederic pulling the scam and 
eventually the local and national news pick- 
ing up on the story, both during its cloudiness 
and after it was unraveled. 

It’s hard not to want to know more, to 
find solid ground in a true story whose facts 
still have not all come to light. Yet this very 
busy, very unusual movie brings to mind 
“The Usual Suspects” as it explores the 
nature of investigations and the power of 
the mind to manipulate and deceive others 
and yourself. 

Frederic eventually wonders if Carey 
or Nicholas’s mom, Beverly, ever actually 
believed that he was Nicholas. Somehow 
they went along with it for a while. All we 
have are their explanations, as well as the 
bewilderment of many, including FBI of- 
ficials. The group of those perplexed and 
fascinated by this story will only continue 
to grow.

chance. The latest take on a Satrapi graphic 
novel, “Chicken With Plums,” awkwardly tries 
to blend tones both moody and playful, but 
only winds up with tiresome, goofy darkness. 
In 1958 Tehran, Nasser Ali-Khan (Mathieu 
Amalric of “The Diving Bell and the But- 
terfly” and “Quantum of Solace”) decides 
he’s going to die, his wife and two kids 
notwithstanding. Nasser’s violin has been 
smashed, so he kills himself. “Chicken with 
Plums” then backs up and takes us, day by 


day, through the eight days between the deci- 
sion and the death. During this time, Nasser 
reflects on his life when he was young and 
unpleasant, rather than middle-aged, selfish 
and stupid. 

I mean, the guy continually breaks a clock 
so he can return to the shop, hoping to 
glimpse the owner’s daughter again. Just hang 
out near the shop and leave the poor clock 
alone! 

More movies should consider alternate 
forms of storytelling to get a point across. 
The often cruel “Chicken with Plums,” 
however, grates on the nerves as it favors 
cutesy visual gimmicks and takes giant tonal 
swings while touching on impending death 
and decades-long regret. The presentation of 
American idiots feels totally arbitrary here, 
as does the look into the future to see how 
Nasser’s poor children turn out. 

The film’s a pest as a slow trudge toward 
a death we know will take place, but really 
becomes a nuisance when trying to suggest 
its phony love story represents a great, life- 
altering bond. Few cinematic relationships 
are more frustrating than a forced imitation 
of romance posing as the real thing.

Dev Patel stars in 
‘The Newsroom’ 


tv 


Dev Patel hopes to 
break Hollywood mold

As he ponders budget car-buying, Dev Patel 
surveys two publicists, a photographer and a 
photographer’s assistant at the Beverly Hills 
Four Seasons. “How much do you pay for car 
insurance? How much do YOU pay?” 

The 22-year-old actor, who earned his driv- 
er’s license in London last year, has cruised 
L.A. for months in a rented Toyota Corolla 
while costarring as blogger Neal Sampat in 
Aaron Sorkin’s “The Newsroom,” which ends 
its first season Sunday on HBO. 

A suburban U.K. native with Indian roots, 
he’s now settling into Hollywood and tackling 
his next task—“Not a fancy car. An Audi” — 
with intensity, perfectionism and humor. He’s 
also hoping to build a series of unexpectedly 
attention-grabbing roles into a serious career. 

At age 18, after a breakout stint on the Brit- 
ish TV hit “Skins,” Patel was thrust into the 
international spotlight with his performance 
in “Slumdog Millionaire.” Earlier this year, 
he won praise alongside British legends Bill 
Nighy, Maggie Smith and Judi Dench in “The 
Best Exotic Marigold Hotel,” a comedy that 
grossed more than $100 million worldwide. 

After wrapping “Marigold Hotel,” Patel 
leafed through Sorkin’s script and considered 
a seemingly small part as an aspiring journalist 
initially mistaken to be an IT guy. Racial cast- 


ing is a double-edged sword, Patel said: He 
may be recruited to fill an “Indian actor” role, 
but he uses the platform to present a com- 
plicated, multifaceted, expectation-bending 
character to the world. 

“Me being who I am, I automatically get 
pigeonholed into some things,” he said. “I do 
try to look for roles I can mold and change, 
and writers and filmmakers who aren't close- 
minded.” 

Patel’s character in “The Newsroom” slowly 
developed in the first season and is expected 
to blossom beyond “a nerdy blogger type” in 
the next. 

“In one part, there’s a shot of Neal rolling 
around in bed with a girl and he has to stop 
and grab his phone when news breaks,” Pa- 
tel said. “Of all the good-looking men on the 
show, [Sorkin] wanted me topless in the bed.” 

Not that “Newsroom?” is full of hunks -- but 
modesty and self-deprecating humor just add 
to Patel’s mass appeal. 

“T’m not intelligent enough for this show,” 
he joked, noting that he’d never blogged or 
tweeted or regularly read news before joining 
the cast. To understand Sorkin’s highly de- 
tailed, often long-winded scripts, he turns to 
Google and Wikipedia. “That’s how I learned 
about American politics,” Patel said, laughing. 
“Wikipedia. Every night.”
